By him It was the intention to show 
that Mrs. Bradley had made threats 
against the senator's life.

Attorney Baker submitted the prayers 
of the prosecution to the court, saying 
they did not cover the points of mur- 
der in' first or second degree and that 
he would prefer leaving the matter 
to be-covered by the judge in his in- 
structions to the jury. The prayers 
o£ the defense will be-submitted later. 


What the Government Asks. 


The government's prayers are as

consistent with any form of insanity. 


These facts, he said, show, as fa 


as they go, that the defendant was no 
Insane when she shot Senator Brown 


He was shown the letters wrltte 


by Mrs. Bradley some time prior t 
he shooting and found torn In sma 
pieces in the waste basket of he 
oom In the hotel. 


"So far as. the evidence is con

funds are said to have been accom- 
plished. 


How Values Are Determined. 


Witness testified that it was cus- 


tomary for the bond dealers to send 
experts to determine the 
earning 


power of the property upon which the 
bonds were issued. They would in- 
sist, ho said, that the stockholders 
should have money in the enterprise 
under investigation, but the earning 
power would play the chief part in 
fixing the value of the bonds. 


"If the bonds were in demand," he 


said, "they would be rated 
on the 


same basis as bonds of other corpor- 
ations. 
If not in demand their value 


would be fixed by comparing them 
with other similar bonds not In de- 
mand." 


The earning power for a period of 


at least six months, the witness said, 
was essential to a determination of 
the value of the bonds of any corpora- 
tion. 


Had Issued $6,000,000 Bonds. 


According 
to evidence 
previously 


presented, 
the 
bankrupt Evansvllle 


and Richmond railway was purchased 
by Walsh for J17!i,000. The prosecu- 
tion charged that tho road was pur- 
chased with funds of tho Chicago Na- 
tional bank and that on the property, 
when renamed tho Southern Indiana 
railway.

George Jully. a former Fort Wayne 


young man who served as a soldier in 
Capt. W. F. Ranke's Twenty-eighth 
Indiana battery during the Spanish- 
American war, was killed in an acci- 
dent October 14 in th« Philippines, 
where he was engaged in railroad con- 
struction work.

to dictate any 
course we should follow."

SUNDAY CLOSING IN CITIES. 


In many of the large cities of the 


country the question of "personal" 
liberty Is not considered to be so In- 
separably united to and dependent up- 
on an extra-legal Indulgence ot Sun- 
day saloon lawlessness as to' excuse a 
wholesale violation of the statutes. 
This Is proved by an Interesting sym- 
posium In the Chicago Tribune com- 
prising statements by the mayors or 
chiefs of police of halt a score ot the 
larger American cities. The Chicago 
Law and Order league, which is now 
prosecuting a most vigorous campaign 
for law-enforcement on Sunday, sent 
queries to some twenty leading cities 
requesting Information, upon the issue 
of Sunday closing of saloons. 
The 


subjoined replies are of uncommon In- 
terest. Of the number printed in con- 
nection herewith it will be noted that 
the Sunday laws are enforced in all of 
these cities with the single exception 
of San Francisco, where no Sunday 
closing law applies.
